Your mailings of 3/19 and 21 received. 

Your $ 3/l6, asking who Maury Goodman is: he was the manager of the Dolly 

Shoe Store, N.O., where Oswald may or may not have worked in 1955-6. (CD 75, P* 12) 

Apparently of no special interest. 

Your 3/l5 » re pages I sent, first item: Since the Rowley-Rankin letter of 
5/12 about the Marine Guidebook is not clear about what is attached, and only 

the letter is in the GA-l-SS file, I think you had better check this out yourself 

at the Archives. 

Your 3/15, re my Archives docs rec'd 3/5 * yon may be right that Bartimo 
was excluding permanently stored files when he told Rankin that everything under 
DOD jurisdiction had been sent. The letter to which this is a reply first refered 
to files of agencies under DOD jurisdiction; then later to files under DOD 
jurisdiction. It may not be an accident that Bartimo used the latter formulation 
in his reply. I hadn't thought of that. Rankin's letter refered to specific 
other agencies , suggesting that cited material had not been received. It is hard 
to believe that Bartimo checked this out properly within 5 days. You may recall 
that I got 2 transmittal letters from the Navy which had been consdcuously missing 
from the ONI file; I doubt that they had been sent to the Commission in some other 
file. The published copy of the pay records (CE 3099) is ostentatiously dated 
9/l 5/64; perhaps the Commission got another copy earlier but I doubt in. In short, 

I don't think Bartimo 's reply was accurate. 

CD 6,425-7 enclosed.... I haven't studied 75*660-9 carefully, so I don't know 
if it is consistent with the SS version, but it is mainly a description of documents 
obtained from Klein's and published.... 109.5 enclosed.... 251.4: the head Nazi 
in NY/NJ was George Lincke.... I’ll order some of the Perrin material from CD 1178a. 
I'll send 7.585-6 (Wollweber) if I find out they are still withheld. 

Re Trumbach/Burton (CD 244.4-2): I don't recall any specific evidence that 

Andrews was telling people about Bertrand, but he may well have been - although 
if he really made up the name to protect someone else he should have been smart 
enough’ to keep the whole thing as quiet as possible. 

Your 3/19: the Guidelines say that something is not to be withheld if it has 
substantially been disclosed in the published documents of the Commission. So, 
whatever we know about (say) Ferrie from the press is legally irrelevant. Since 
they seem to have gone along with this argument when I used it on Quiroga, I guess 
I can't argue against it too strongly. I don't see how the Feds have waived the 
right to withholding in any way be releasing the indexes - although I am sure that 
was a slip. 

Could you send me a copy of 1140.19, which you refer to in your 3/21? 

Enclosed: notes and CD 75*705-6 on Quiroga; comments on new Alba material 
(both GRS also); JNS exchange with Archives on replacing missing CD 6l. (We will 
follow this up. ) 

I have received some 2000 pages from Lifton, covering most of the unpublished 
parts of the basic Gemberling CD's. It will take some time for me to get around 
to processing these, of course, but I will keep you informed. In the meantime, 
check with me before ordering anything from CD 5, 7, 205, etc. There is lots of 
good basic material here, but not much on our current special interests, such as 
N.O. 

It looks like I will be able to spend a week or so in the Archives after the 
American Physical Society conference, which is in Washington April 27-30. I would 
like to go through as much non-CD material as possible, and the inventory should 
be very useful. Any other ideas for special projects? Looking forward to seeing 
you.
